EEN THREE 


CENTURIES 


Frank Backus is Without 


doubt the Oldest 
man in Nevada 


Editor Journal—Probably the old- 


est citizen living In the United States 
at the present time. Is Frank Backus, 
of Reno 
He was born in August, 


1790, and has lived in three centuries. 
He is still hale and hearty, and al- 
though he has but one tooth left, he 
boastfully claims that his health Is 
superb and that he has not taken a 
pill for more than thirty years 
His 


eyesight is good and at the age of 112 
years he can thread a needle without 
the aid of glasses. 


The first sixty years of his life was 


spent in the South in slavery, and be- 
ing a fine specimen of physical man- 
hood, he was a great favorite among 
the slav.es of the opposite sex. 


In 1850 his 
owner took him 
to 


Hangton, 
California. 
Here 
Prank 


scived his master faithfully until ho 
had fully repaid his owner what his 
slave value was In Missouri, and was 
then given his freedom. 
Prank re 


malned In California a number 
of 


years and came to Nevada in the early 
days of thf State, and has been 
a 


resident of Reno for more than thirty 
yeais 


Ke worked in the harvest fields on 


the Truckee Meadows after he was 
90 >ears of age, and often walked from 
Reno to the farm of A. A. Ixmgley, 
some six miles distant, arriving 
in 


time for breakfast, and made a num- 
ber-one hand in the hay field 


About three jears ago Prank had 


the misfortune to Ireak his leg near 
the hip, and owing to hia great agr 
the surgeons had grave doubts of bin 
recoveiy. To complicate matters more 
seriously, gangrene set In, and it was 
announced that he could not live but 
a few days 
Frank refused to die, 


however, and by some process un- 
known to medical science, he doctored 
his leg and cured it of gangrene. Al- 
though this leg is somewhat shorter 
than the other, he can stamp his foot, 
with full force, on the hard pave- 
ment without flinching. Prank's won 
derful vitality may prolong his life foi 
many years to come

Reno, like a good many othe cities 


located on a great trans-continental 
railroad, is made the natural dumping 
ground for a horde of 
undesirable 


characters daily. 
This influx has In 


the past been largely over the average 
owing to the different constructions 
camps both east and west of town. 
It is'well known that the class of la- 
borers employed in these camps are 
the lowest of the low-—men who, as u. 
rule, work for a. few days until they 
have a few dollars due them and then 
quit and head for Reno. 
Arriving 


here they immediately hunt up a beer 
joint and remain there until they are 
broke and are thrown Into the streets 
to do as best they can for themselves. 


Notwithstanding there is plenty of 


work for all who really want work, 
these drones will not accept a job 
under any consideration. 
They hang 


around the streets at night importun- 
ing passersby for the price of a meai 
or a night'* lodging and If it Is not 
forthcoming the person accosted 
is 


usually insulted. They do not confine 
themselves to men alone, but in many 
instances stop ladles who happen to be 
on the street without an escort and 
In a surly way demand a nickle or 
dime from them. 


A visit to the waiting room at the 


depot any evening will show to the 
casual observer the necessity of dras- 
tic measures being taken to rid the 
city of this class of people. 
In th« 


gentlemen's waiting room a warm fire 
Is kept up well Into the night. 
In- 


stead of the seats being occupied by 
people who are waiting for the arri- 
val of some train they are occupied by 
these greasy, drunken loafers, some of 
•them 
asleep on the 
seats, 


sprawled about on the floor, while the 
odor of the room is something unbear- 
able. 
After the 
waiting room has 


been closed for the night they seek 
the beer joints again and it is not an 
uncommon thing to see half a dozen 
! drunken wretches stretched out on 
the floor in the rear of these resorta 
Especially Is this so In some of 
the 


all night houses. 


This condition of affairs is certainly 


not the fault of the local officer:* 
Reno has as fine a police force as any 
town on the coast 


A glance over the records of 
the 


Justice Court will show that the offi- 
cers are doing their duty to the best 
of their abilities while the number of 
prisoners In the county jail and cala 
boose dally is still more proof of their 
vigilance. 
It seems, however, that 


the present force Is not large enough 
to cover the 
territory required 
of 


them. 
If the County Commissioners 


would take this matter in hand and 
were met with the hearty co-operation 
of 
the business men of the city it 


seems that some measures might be 
adopted that would clear the city of 
this rubbish in a quiet but effective 
manner, and once cleansed the local 
officers would have but little trouble 
In keeping it In this condition

President, in particular, is said to have spent several 
weeks in California. Government employes are forbidden 
to take any active part in politics, and if these officers are 
found guilty, their dismissal from the service is likely 
to follow. In that event the Carriers' Association threat- 
en to join the American Federation of'Labor, and Presi- 
dent Qompers assures them of the assistance i the Fed- 
eration IB defeating the Congressman who is unfavor- 
able to increasing wages in the postal service.
